WARNINGS 
CONTINUE INTO 
SECOND DAY OF 
INTENSE COLD

Chicago-area residents face another bitterly 
cold day Tuesday as the area continues to 
grapple with a deadly arctic freeze that 
has closed most schools for the second 
consecutive day and wreaked havoc on the 
mass transit system. 

Though the high temperature 
could climb just above zero, 
state officials were urging 
motorists to stay off the 
roads until at least Tuesday 
afternoon as the bitter cold 
has made it nearly impos- 
sible to clear away ice and 
snow drifts formed by strong 
winds. 

“Do not travel,” Illinois State 
Police Major Joseph Perez said. “The tem- 
peratures are going to be so cold that the 
salt mixtures will not work.” 

Most people heeded warnings to stay 
put Monday, thanks in large part to school 
closings and benevolent bosses who en- 
couraged workers to telecommute. Those 
who ventured out, however, endured slick 
roads, shuttered businesses and major mass 
transit delays. 

Despite the messy conditions, no serious 
injuries were reported on the roadways, of- 
ficials said. But at least four people with 


pre-existing heart conditions died after 
shoveling snow. No cold-related deaths 
were reported, according to the Illinois 
Department of Public Health. 

Temperatures were expected to creep 
above zero to possibly 6 degrees Tuesday, 
with wind chills between minus 30 and 
minus 40 in the morning. The National 
Weather Service also predicts possible flur- 
ries and wind gusts up to 30 mph until late 
afternoon. 

The forecast, however, seemed almost 
balmy compared with the record-breaking 
weather endured Monday Chicago 
hit a record low for the date, as 
temperatures plummeted to 
minus 16 at O’Hare around 
8 a.m. The previous record 
was minus 14 set in 1988. 

The history-making 
temperatures —which felt 
like minus 40 with the wind 
chill— are part of a national 
weather pattern that sent more 
than two dozen states into a deep 
freeze. Known as a polar vortex, the hurri- 
cane-like system carried a mass of frigid air 
across the Midwest and brought typically 
winter-proof Chicago to its knees. 

Gov Quinn has declared the state a di- 
saster area in order to mobilize members 
of the Illinois National Guard to help with 
storm response. That included the opera- 
tion of several large military vehicles called 
“wreckers” that are normally used on the 
battlefield to tow tanks, but in this case are 
being used to help clear highways of over- 
turned trucks.

A RECORD COLD SNAP ... 

Chicago’s record cold came after a 46-degree drop since Saturday, with a low on Monday 
more than 30 degrees colder than normal for this time of year. However, the minus 16 degrees 
recorded Monday morning didn’t approach the all-time low of minus 27, set Jan. 20, 1985. 
Temperatures in Chicago were lower than many notably cold locales, though this kind of 
weather makes for a pretty typical summer day in Antarctica. The forecast for Tuesday calls 
for temperatures on the positive side of the scale.

ICE FORCES DELAYS, CANCELLATIONS 
ACROSS MANY CTA AND METRA LINES

If Monday wasn’t enough of an arctic adventure for Chicago-area commuters, 
Tuesday has the potential for more of the same double-digit, subzero tempera- 
tures that threaten to wreak havoc with morning travel. 

After a day marred by delays on every Metra line, frozen switches and colli- 
sions, many commuters headed home during the evening were thrown another 
curve when Metra canceled more than two dozen trains, citing the hazardous 
weather conditions. 


Among the frustrated was North Sider 
Steve Millot, who said he checked Metra’s 
website at work before heading for the Ogil- 
vie Transportation Center, only to find his 
train had been canceled. 

“They didn’t say anything about this mad- 
ness,” said Millot, 63. “I was looking for alerts 
and didn’t see anything. I’m disappointed. I 
hate Metra. I could have taken the CTA.” 

Metra emailed an alert at about 3:25 p.m., 
but Millot’s sentiment about a lack of com- 
munication was echoed by other commuters. 

Raul Reynes, whose South West Service 
line train was late, says Metra should do a 
better job informing people about delays. 

“Considering the amount of communica- 
tion that could be done, {Metra} should be 
posting things more rapidly,” said Reynes, 
50, of Oak Lawn. “They don’t use social 
media to their advantage. The information 
never comes on time.” 

Metra tries its best to promptly post no- 
tices on its website, send email alerts, use 
Twitter and notify the media, Metra spokes- 
man Michael Gillis said. 

Most of the cancellations were on the 
three Union Pacific lines and the BNSF line, 
Metra’s busiest routes, which together serve 
more than 174,000 riders each weekday, al- 
though Monday’s ridership was much lower, 
officials said. 

For Metra and CTA riders, all it takes is a 
bit of ice to jam up the works. Metra blamed 
many of its delays Monday on switches and 
signals that it says are vulnerable to extreme 


temperatures and moisture. 

Even though some switches are warmed 
electronically and with propane-gas heaters, 
a simple chunk of ice can stop a train in its 
tracks, Metra says. Fine-grained snow tends 
to collect on trains, compact into hard ice 
and then the ice drops on switches and locks 
them up, Metra spokeswoman Meg Reile 
said. 

“When a big chunk of ice comes down on 
a switch, it has to be manually removed. No 
heater can remove that,” Reile said. 

As it did over the weekend, Metra said it 
planned to have crews on duty throughout 
the night keeping watch over switches and 
equipment. 

Locomotives were being run continually 
and trains fueled at outlying yards in addi- 
tion to Chicago locations, officials said. 

CTA officials were planning for a normal 
Tuesday morning rush after a start to the 
workweek that was anything but normal. 
CTA rail service was hampered by cold tem- 
peratures that caused electrical track switch- 
es to jam and train doors to stick in the open 
position, officials said. 

CTA reported late Monday “significant 
delays” on the Red, Blue and Purple lines. 

Not all CTA switches are equipped with 
heaters. 

“We had cases [Monday] where person- 
nel were manually throwing switches,” CTA 
spokesman Brian Steele said. “We will con- 
tinue to have crews of signal maintainers 
and maintenance personnel across the rail

system.” 

On the Red Line, the CTA’s busiest, the 
intervals between trains ran up to three 
times longer than usual, Steele said. 

“Delays were 10 to 15 minutes on average 
on the rail system, but some people waited 
longer at platforms due to bigger than nor- 
mal gaps between trains,” Steele said. 

Normal time between Red Line trains 
would be three to four minutes during rush 
periods. 

Metra had delays on every one of its 


II lines Monday, with wait times ranging 
from 15 minutes to more than 90, spokes- 
men said. The most significant delays were 
reported on the UP lines due to backups of 
trains entering and leaving Ogilvie. 

With the extremely low temperatures, 
Metra also cut operating speeds to reduce 
stress on the rails, Cillis said. 

Despite delays and cancellations, Metra’s 
riders had it better than their counterparts 
on the South Shore line, which canceled all

Police dogs 

German Shepherds get cold too, but they went 
to work Monday. “The dogs are just like hu- 
mans, but we can’t not use them today,” said 
Vic Guerrieri, commanding officer of the canine 
unit. “We have to limit their exposure, because 
if the handler is getting cold, so is the dog.” The 
dogs may work outdoors for 10-15 minutes at a 
time, he said, but they take frequent breaks in- 
doors or in heated police cars. 

Food deliveries 

The extreme weather has forced some local 
restaurants to close, but others are seeing a 
surge in delivery orders from cooped-up resi- 
dents and office workers who don’t want to 
venture outside. Leona’s restaurant in Hyde 
Park saw double the usual lunch orders, ac- 
cording to manager Pedro Vazquez. “All our 
locations are delivering today,” he said. “I have 
three drivers right now, and they say they’re 
OK; they’re taking a little bit more time than 
normal, but they’re not complaining about it.”

If the weather wasn’t bad enough, other 
mishaps delayed trains. A Milwaukee Dis- 
trict North line train clipped a truck early 
Monday near Touhy Avenue in Niles. Four- 


teen minor injuries were reported. 

Two Metra Rock Island trains hit bump- 
ing posts as they pulled into Chicago’s 
LaSalle Street station. In one incident, six 
people were taken to hospitals with minor 
injuries, Metra said. 

‘All I know is that we hit the post hard 
enough to where it felt as if we were in a 
pretty hard rear-end accident and I will 
probably be calling a chiropractor soon,” 
said Madeline Kish, 23, of Oak Forest. “It 
was definitely a morning wake-up.” 


Airports 

If there was a silver lining to Monday’s flight 
cancellations, it was that many of the flights 
that did operate out of O’Hare and Midway 
were more or less on time, officials reported. 
More than two-thirds of Monday’s 
2,400 scheduled flights at O’Hare were can- 
celed. Southwest, which operates the vast 
majority of flights out of Midway, canceled al- 
most half of its more than 200 scheduled de- 
partures Monday. It will likely be several days 
until commercial air service returns to normal 
at Chicago’s airports, officials said.

Mayor Emanuel stepped off the plane 
Monday morning from a family vaca- 
tion in Indonesia into a city blanketed 
in a winter freeze and quickly ad- 
dressed the optics of his absence from

First up,

made a morning stop at a city Streets 
and Sanitation garage to thank work- 
ers for plowing the snow that fell all 
day Sunday.

Later, 
Emanuel headed to an afternoon 
photo-op with residents at a city warm- 
ing center.

Asked why he didn’t return to 
Chicago sooner in light of the harsh 
forecast, the mayor told reporters his 
Indonesian trip wasn’t all nature hikes 
and family fun. 

“I think every one of the commis- 
sioners know and would report I’ve 
been in contact with them on a regular 
basis and with my chief of staff mul- 
tiple times on a daily basis,” he said. 
“Communication equipment, be that 
text, cellphone, email, allows you to 
stay in contact on a regular basis. My 
family would think that I wasn’t much 
on vacation, given all the communica- 
tion I was in with them.” 

Emanuel also was asked why 
Chicago Public Schools officials said 
Friday that schools would stay open 
Monday, only to reverse course Sunday 
afternoon and announce they would 
be closed. District CEO Barbara Byrd- 
Bennett said she made recommenda- 
tions to the mayor about closing the 
schools after monitoring the situation.

Long-time “Paranormal Activity” writer 
Christopher Landon takes over as director 
for “The Marked Ones,” and he wisely dis- 
patches with the typical time stamps. (Who 
cares if an incident occurs at 2:43 a.m. or 
3:17 a.m.?) However, he can’t create a good 
reason for the film to look like characters 
captured the video footage, meaning Hector 
shrieks and runs for his life and we’re still 
supposed to accept his determination to get 
all of the events in the frame. 

“Paranormal” needed a change, but the 
point was to be better, not just mildly differ- 
ent. Now with the series batting one for five
